Awful Catastrophe Thai Ilefell 


the 
Miner* Bodle* Were 


Shockingly Mutilated. 


Brown Ville, Pa Dec. 25.—The horror* 
of the Hraznell mine explosion grows in 
intensity every bour. 
The number of 
dead is now estim ated at 40 and may 
pass that figure 
At the same tim e . 
there is a strong presumption that the 
laws regulating m ining were carelessly 
and probably crim inally disregarded 
Sunday the first bodies of the victim s 
were brought ont of the mine and never 
in the history of mine disasters were 
human tieing* so horribly mutilated. It 
wa* nearly 11 o’clock 
lieforo the first 
five bodies were taken out. 28 hours 
aftes the explosion. 
John Messe, one cf the IR men who 
escaped, is fearfully burned. 
An evidence of the force of the ex-1 
plosion was discovered Sunday. 
On the 
hillside 50 feet back from the main shaft ! 
were discovered an arm and a foot.They 
were portions of a victim killed 108 feet 
below the surface and blown out of the 
•haft like a bullet from a rifle. 
From statem ents obtained it seems 
clear that the presence of gas in quanti- 1 
ties in the mine was perfectly 
well 
known and that naked lights were used 
for several days before the explosion. 
Acoordiof ko avertible authority not a 
single ssfety lamp w as need in the mine 
by tile working crews since last T ues­ 
day morning, four days before the ex- 
ploeion. 
Fire Boss Jam es Ratrliffe, 
whose dnty it was to look after the safe-1 
ty of the mine, and upon whose care 
and intelligence the lives of the miners 
depended in a large degree, said: 
“ I believe the explosion was caused 
by a sudden fall which occurred just 
before the explosion. 
I do not believe 
there was enough air in the mine to be 
dangerous. 
As a m atter of fact the 
ooal itself gives off little gas,but the gas 
comes chiefly from the roof of the pit. 
“The mine was w ell supplied with 
air. 
The men were trapped there like 
rats and there is no hope that a single 
man is alive 
I have never seen such a 
terrible m ine explosion.” 
At 5:80 three were brought to the" sur­ 
face aud at 6 30 three more came up in 
the cage of the main sh a ft 
The dead taken from the mino so fat 
are:

W illiam P astoria*, a driver in the 
mine, tells a sensational story. 
Pas- 
torious. who has lived in Brownsville 
for many years and is regarded as a 
man of intelligence, says that Pit Boss 
Jones on last Tuesday m orning issued 
a general order that all safety 
lamps 
m ight be dispensed w ith and in their 
stead the miners were permitted to use 
naked lights. 
Pastorious also states 
that the lamps were unlocked, contrary 
to regulations 
“The miners alw ays prefer to use 
naked ligh ts,” Bald Pastorious, ’ when­ 
ever possible, as they give better light 
and are more easily handled. 
I have 
been working here a couple of mouths 
and used a safety lamp until last Tues­ 
day morning At that time mine safeties 
were in ase by drivers and others who 
were constantly m oving about the mine 
and therefore exposed to a greater risk 
than a digger in a room. 
Contrary to 
m ining regulations, the safety lamps in 
use were in many cases unlocked. 
“On Tuesday the pit boss issued an 
order that the men could use open lam ps 
and they of course discarded the safeties, 
which made a poorer light. 
About IOC 
yards from the bottom of the main 
sh aft there was a fall which had been 
boarded up au d in which the gas stood 
against the roof. I think it wan this g a s 
which exploded.”
